Neverthe- 
less, 80 admirably was his mind enlighten- 
ed, and his heart disciplined to his situa- 
tion and office, that he never presumed te 
arrogate these mighty powers, this simili- 
tude to the Almighty, as his own natural 
right, as the acquisition of bis own wisdom 
nd strength, for the possession of which 
ve was indebted to none, in the exercise 
of which he was controullable by none, and 
for the use of which he was amenable to 
none. Par otherwise. He knew that he 
possessed these mighty powers as @ trust 
for which he was accountable, and in the 
use of which he had been fully instructed : 
and thetefore he strictly confined the exer- 
cise of them to the purposes for which they 
were communicated. He never exhibited 
them for the purpose of display ; he seldom 
used them for his own personal benefit ; 
he acted in the concerns of life as though 
he possessed them not. He deglined the 
applause which the gratitude of the happy 
subjects of his beneficent miracles, and the 
admiration of surrounding multitudes would 
have accumulated upon his head. Resem- 
bling the Almighty in the powers which 
he possessed, in external appearance, he 
assimilated himself to a servaut. For the 
good of mankind he submitted to the la- 
bours, and bore the indignities of a slave. 
Thus, notwithstanding the dignity of his 
character, and the greatness of his power, 
he could hot, in appearance, be distinguish- 
ed from other men, And being, as to bis 
external state and condition, like a person 
of the meanest rank in life, destitute even 
of necessaries, when it was in his power to 
have commanded all the pemp and luxury 
which opulence could supply, he carried 
bis self-denial still further; and in obedi- 
ence to the will of God, who had given him 
a commission to redeem mankind from 
idolatry and vice, he submitted to greeter 
indignities still. And though no human 
power could have wrested his life from him, 
though legions of angels, in obedience to 
his summons, would have instantaneously 
appeared in his defence, though he could, 
in’ an instant, bave struck ali his adversa- 
ries to the ground, and though he felt and 
trembled at the horrors of his approaching 
sufferyngs, yet, because the purpose of his 
mission iequired it, and his heavenly Fa- 
ther directed it, he, without hesitation, 
submitted to a death which it was in his 
power to have avoided ; and that, a kind of 
death the most painful and ignominious, 
being nailed to and suspended upon a cross. 
‘These were the sacrifices which Jesus 
made, and the sufferings which he volun- 
tarily underwent for the good of mankind.”

Riding on Horseback.—\it you tise very early in 
the moruing, that is, just as the sun tps the spires 
with us golden light, to speak poetically, you may 
perchance see some of our fashionable young la. 
ches, attended by relations, fiiends and levers, tak- 
ing an airing on horseback, and. then, at seven 
u'clock, if you are near the spot, you may see 
them alight in the rear of their houses; or, if the 
moon shines bright, and you are up as late as ten 
o'clock at night, you may likewite see a solitary 
lady or two, with « servant behind her, pacing up 
Boadway. Now, we have never been able to dis- 
cover why our 5 oung ladies avail themselves of a 
lonesome hour to ride, and why, in partaking ot 
this elegant exercise, they shun the gay and jo- 
cund throng. 

It is a cunmon thing, within a few miles of the 
city, and in the country generally, to see a young

Mr. John Murray in a communication recently 
made to the Royal Society on the wer sary ae 
ter of the glow worm, states some curious facts a8 
the result of bis own observations and —_ 
ments. He shows that this light is not conecc 
with respiration or derived from Solar ght ; that 
it is not affected By cold nor by magnetism, nor 

submersion in water. 
tele of submersion in water in various tem. 
peratures, and in oxygen are detailed. When a 
glow worm was imme reed im carbonic ecid gas, 
it died shining brilliantly , in hydrogen kt contineed 
to shine and did not seem to suffer. Mr. Murray 
infers that the ane is dependent not only 
of respiration, but of the solar rays. 

The luminous matter, im a detached state, was 
also subjected to various experuments, from which 
it appears to be a gummy albuminous substance, 
mised with muriate of soda, and sulphat of aliu- 
mine and potash, and to be composed of «perules 
The light is considered permanent, its eclipses be- 
ing caused by an opeque medium.

If the 
folowing statement be correct, it affords a still 
more striking proof of what human ingenuity can 
accomplish. In the manufacture of stecl, an ar- 
ticle may be raised from one half penny to 35,000 
guincas! A pound of crude iron costs, one half 
penny ; it is converted into steel, that steel is 
made into watch aprings, every one of which is 
sold & guinea, and eauly the 10th 
of a grain; after deducting for waste, there arc, 
in a pound wei 7,000 grains. It, therefore, 
affords steel for 70,000 watch-springs, the value 
of which, af half a guinca each, 35,000.— Mech.

Farmer’s Calendar. 

MAY.—Cuwurrant Wine bas been made in this 
country for about 50 cents per gallon, and seld 
in India for more than 2 dollars. The propor- 
tions used were about 2 quarts of currants, and 
Spoue of sugar to a gallon. 

‘orn Planting.—if you can afford 20 loads of 
manure to an acre, spread it, and plough it in; if 
you can afford but ten, put it in holes unde? the 
hill. Let the hills be from three or four fect 
apart, according to the s rength of the soil.— 
Take care to get good seed corn, end of a kind 
which is so carly, that it will get ripe. It  saf- 
est not to steep it in any liquor, legt it should rot 
in the hill, But, says the New-England Farmer, if 
it has become late in the season, pour boiling, wa- 
ter on it, let it steep Aalf a munnte only, and be 
aay cooled; and it will come forward two or 
three days earlier, To prevent birds and other 
vermin from pulling it up, steep some corn in a 
decuction of poke, or tobacco, and scatter it over 
the ground, before the corn planted comes up : 
puta handful of ashes also on cach hill, White 
threads stretched over the field will protect it 
from crows. 

Do not neglect your garden.—It may be made 
far the most profitable part of your farm ; and it 
will add grea'ly to the health and happiness of 
your family. Perhaps there is no crop so valu- 
able that can be raise! 80 easily as carrots. Let 
not your mowing lots be overrun with cattl— 
but cover them with a coat of manure. Give 
your cattle daily « few cars of corn. Remember 
the faithful ox; feed him and use him well.— 
Plant peas, cucumbers and sqeashes at various 
times in this month, Good beer is better than 
cider, or ardent spirits, If you have not malt and 
other materials, ike 6 quarts of wheat bian, 4 
ounces of hops, ant 2 quarts of molasses, for half 
a barrel; and it will make an excellent family 
beer.
